of the Merchants’ Exchange.

J. Bryan's 
speech here last night was a really remark- 
able demonstration. Gold Democrats were 
cheering loudly for him, nat because they 
have weakened in opposition to silver, but 
because they cannot tolerate McKinley's 
imper:alism. 

“The constitution must follow the flag,” 
sa'd Bryan, and the entire audience aroge 
at once, tossed hats in the alr and shouted: 
“Long live the constitution!” 

“When they say we have outgrown the 
constitution then they say we have out- 
grown the republic,” said Bryan. Agan 
10,000 stood up and yelled indorsement., 

“We have had four great Presidents sa 
far in the history of the republic,” said Bry- 
an. “‘Washington, Jefferson, Jackson, Lin- 
coln, and I am glad that three of them 
were Democrats.” 

‘‘Hurrah. hurrah,’ came back In thunders 
which shook the building. as 

“You Republicans who are sacr.ficing our 
young American blaod for trade, what 
price do you put en it? When a mother 
.oses her son .n a war for iberty !t is the 
nobiest sacrifice, but when you shed the 
vlood of American voys iot Canquest and 
(rade you dishonor our traditions and put 
shame upon our motherhood.”

At the entrance to the park a large crowd 
Was gathered. More than a hundred pretty 
young ladies of Forest Park University 
awaited the admiral there. The carriage 
stopped, and Mrs. Anna Sneed Ca_rns, presi- 
dent of Forest Park University, presented 
ta the admiral, for Mrs. Dewey, a splendid 
bunch of Amrican beauties. 

Admiral Dewey received the flowers in 
his own hands and said: “You won't com- 
plain?’ ; 

There were cries of “Stand up, Dewey!” 
from the crowd, and the admiral arose in 
the carriage and bowed. Mrs. Dewey smiled 
graciously as her husband handed her the 
flowers, and the girls gave their college 
yell vociferausly. 


In accepting the flowers Admiral Dewey 
simply said: “I thank you.’’ Mrs. Cairns 
made a neat laudatory speech in presenting 
the flowers. 

In Forest Park the real enthusiasm of 
the trip began. For 40 minutes the great 
Sailor's party drove through the highways | 
of the park, gathering fresh accretions of 
followers and lateral chasers at every step. 

As the Dewey party swept through the 
merager'e section and along Post-Dispatch 
Lake, there was a procession of vehicles 
and wheelmen which, if spread out one be- 
hind the other, would have made a line two 
miles in length. 


By the time the exit of the park was 
reached this procession of vehicles on each 
side and beh!nd was long enough to extend 
four miles, and many of the followers con- 
tinued down Lindell boulevard to the Uni- 
versity Club. 


Going up the hill to reach the Mounted 
District Police Station in Forest Park. one 
of the four fine black horses of the ad- 
miral’s carriage slipped a trace. 


A stop of three minutes was neceseary to 
fix the harness, Police Sergeant Collins ren- 
dering assistance. 


As the trace wae be!ng readjusted Ad- 
mira) Dewey remarked to Mr. Whitelaw: 


“It reminds me of an incident that oc- 
curred during the New York demonstra- 
tion after I got home from Manila. One of 
my carriage horses got its harness mixed 
up in Bome way and the drive was delayed 
for a few minutes. But such little things 
are unavoidable.”’ 


The admiral was driven through the sta- 
tion, and he spoke in admiration of the 
fine arrangements for the accommodation 
of the police horses. 


On Lindell boulevard, between Sarah 
etreet and Vandeventer avenue, a pleasing 
incident occurred. Five hundred children 
from the Marquette School, boys and gir)s 
With littie flags, were drawn up on either 
side of the street and saluted the admiral 
as he passed. Admiral Dewey smiled and 
bowed many times to the hurrahing chii- 
dren. 

On the drive out to the park, about fifty 
High School girls were waiting for a street 
car-at the corner of Olive and Boyle. When 
they saw Dewey coming they forgot their 
transfers and made a break to get wear 
the carriage. \ 

The spectacle of half hundred fair 
young Gamesels running like sprinters for 
two Diocks, some failing and tumbling over 
others, caused both Admiral and Mrs. 
Dewey to smile. Some of the best runners 
got near enough to cpeak to the admiral, 
who bowed affably. 

The party reached the University Club at 
1, o'clook. 

On the arrival of the admirals party at 
the club there Was a reception preceding 
the luncheon. 


The club's entertainment committee, con- | 
¢isting of President I. H. Lionberger, George 
D,. Markham, H. C. Hitchcock and Julius L. | 
Foy, met the admiral and party at the 
clubhouse.

THE CROWD WAS DEWEY MAD 


Twenty Thousand Persons Greeted the 
Hero at Union Station and Tried 
to Grasp His Hand. 


When Admiral Dewey reached Union Sta- 


ition at 7:05 o’clock Thursday night he found 


a reception committve composed of 20,000 
men and women with glowing hearts await- 
ing him. 
No hero returning home in triumph could 
have looked for a more stirring reception. 
St. Louis was Dewey mad. The voices of 


the people arose in frenzied shouts that 
made the booming of cannon and the 
shrieking of steam sirens seem but an 
echo, 

For two hours the crowd in and about the 
Station grew at the rate of more than a 
hundred a minute. 

At the west end of the midway the crush 
was greatest. The Post-Dispatch’s an- 
nouncement of the arrangements was so 
compiete that few of those who went to the 
station to see the admiral made a mistake 
in their searoah for the best vantage points. 

When it became apparent that there was 
no more room in the midway another mon- 
ster crowd gathered on the balcony and the 
broad stone steps of the buiiding on the 
Market street side clinging to the slender 
hope that they might get a giilmpse of the 
Admiral as he would be driven around into 
Market street from Twentieth street. 

Even the carriage which awaited the hero 
was an object of interest to the throng. 
Men acanned it critically and women 
pushed their way through the crowd to lay 
their hands upon its richly upholstered 
cushions. 

Across from the station on PFighteenth 
street a section of Battery A, with guns 
unlimbered and ready to fire the admiral’s 
salute, formed the center of attraction 
for stil other thousands who had. long 
since given up all hopes of forcing an en- 
trance into the midvgy. 

In some manner several hundred men and 
boys, perhaps 2000, had gained admittance 
into the train shed. 

For more than an hour before the ad- 
mirail’s train every whistle that sounded 
and every bell that rang was a signal for 
a deafening shout which started in the 
train shed, was carried out into the mid- 
way and echoed from the throats of the 
throng in front of the eet 

Probably a hundred times the hopes of 
the crowd were raised and shattered in this 
way. Those outside took their cue from 
the more fortunate ones within and the re- 
sult was deafening noise. E-very train that 
entered the shed was assailed by the crowd 
which ran here and there across the tracks 
and platforms. Excitement made men care- 
less of their own safety and heedless of 
that of others. 

A squad of police under the personal di- 
‘rection of Chief Campbell endeavored to 
keep the platforms clear, but a regiment 
ooula not have dane it. The people were 
there to see Dewey and they made their 
supremacy felt. 

K long, shrieking whistle from a steam 
s'ren afar down the yards was the first 
signal that the admiral’s train was nearing 
Unton Station. A moment later the battery 
fired the first gun of the admiral’s salute. 

Whistle after whistle took up the ereet- 
ing and the guns boomed at regular inter- 
vals. while the crowd shouted Unceas nzly 

Then a ted light appeared at the south 
end of the train shed and the people knew 
that the fulfillment of their destre was at 
hand. Twenty thousand hearts beat faster 
and 20,000 throats were choked for an in- 
stant. 

As the train came nearer the crowd 
caught sight of the admiral standing on 
the rear platform. 

He met the storm of cheers with a dign'- 
fied smile and caurtly bow and his attitude 
seemed to be one of genuine surprise at the 
splendid reception accorded him, 

Admiral and Mrs. Dewey were obliged to 
atep from the train into the center of a 
frenzied throng. The police were powerless 
to clear the way. The admiral, after alight- 
ine. turned and assisted Mrs. Dewey to thé 
platform. 

Tram the train to the carriage the rartyv 
almost fought {ts way across the train shed. 
In the midway the police threatened to use 
the'r clubs to keep the neonle from-rushing 
forward to greet the admiral. 

All alone the route ta the Planters’ Hote! 
the streets were lined with shouting multi- 
tudes. 

On reaching the hotel the admiral) w 
received by the hotel committee. consisting 
of Franklin L. Ridgely. Frank Wyman. Ju.- 
liue L. Foy, J. C. Atwood and Dr. Edward 
Evers. 

Admiral Dewey and the party went at 
onee to their rooms.

Now the quesiion is asked, “Js this mother’s 
father’s idea of duty the more to be praised?” 

Since a@ mother’s love is a fact of nature like the rain or 
the sunlight, it is hardly to be praised. It cannot be checked 
or controlled. It is simply to be accepted. 

The father's idea. of duty, however, is another matter, 
which not so simple. He may have feared that conceal- 
ment would prey upon the boy's mind and weaken his char- 
acter. it is sometimes best to make a clean breast of even 
the worst offense, take the consequences and begin again. 
Perhaps the father’s love molded his idea of duty. He may 
love more wisely than the mother. If so, he certainly acted 
the better part in this case. Love without wisdom is void, 
just as wisdom without love ia empty. 

But people who like to study such puzzles can find 
entertainment in the abstract question here presented. Like 
most questions it grew out of a conflict of duty. Is the duty 
to society more imperative than the duty to family? Plato- 
diiscussed the question at some length without coming to any 
conelusion. Lesser folks need not hesitate, therefore, to give

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FRANCHISE |TAXATION IN NEW YORK,

Movement Designed to Force the 
Burghers Out of Drakensberg 
Passes and Permit a Junc- 
tion With Buller. 


LONDON, May 4.—Lord Roberts reports 
to the war oftice as follows, umder date of 
Bloemfontein. May 3: 

“We occupied Brandfort to-day without 
much opposition, and without, I hope, many 
casualties, The First Brigade of Mounted 
Infantry covered the left flank of the Four- 
teenth Brigade of the Seventh Division, and 
the right flank was supported by the F'f- 
teenth Brigade.

Botha, Delarey, De Wet, Grobler, 
Olivier and Semmer are the leaders of the 
Boer army. That they are contesting ev- 
ery mile of the ground over which they are 
retiring is shown by the press account of 
the fighting since Sunday. A correspondent 
wiring from Thaba N’'Chu Wednesday, 
says: 

“There was heavy fighting along the 
Thaba N’'Chu-Sannas Post road, the British 
being slowly beaten back. De Wet coming 
from the south and Grobler and Lemmer 
from the north on Monday caught British 
reinforcements for Thaba N’'Chu in the 
apex of angle, forcing their withdrawal. 

“The Boers had the better positions, but 
the British were superior in numbers. 

‘The Boers attack was begun on Sunday. 
Under De Wet, Grobler, Lemmer and Botha 
they attacked a large British column near 
Thaba N’'Chu, which was trying to inter- 
capt De Wet's retirement from Wepener. 
The battle raged al) day Sunday for sev- 
eral miles along the Bloemfontein road. 
The genera) result was indecisive, but the 
British were apparentiy retiring in the di- 
rection of Bloemfontein.

METHODIST CHURCH HAS 
6,000,000 COMMUNICANTS. 


CHICAGO, May 4.—The report of the plu- 
ral bishopa of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in summing up the statement of the 
growth of the church, says: 

“During the century the churh has in- 
creased from 61,000 communl:ants to 6,000,- 
000, that is, in a population whicn bas din- 
creased fourteenfold, the Metbodist Churches 
bave increased more than 97 fold. In i895 
the debt of the Missionary Society was £259.- 
000 et the beginning of the «quadrenninm, 
but this has almost been wiped out The 
collections of the Women's Foreign \ission- 
ary Society and the Women’s Home Mission- 
ary Society have advanced from $1,100,000 
In 1805 to $1,738,000 In 1809. 

“The publishing houses of the church have 
contributed $385,000 to conference claimants 
duting four years. The board of church €x- 
tension having exceeded in its gifts.a wise 
limit, bas now narrowed its appropriations 
so as to regain securs grounds. The board of 
education reports that there haus been an an- 
nual gain of $18,000 in returned loans. The 
Freedman'’s Aid and Southern [Education So- 
ciety bas diminished its debts by $25,000, end 
has funded $150,000 at 4 per cent upon the 

security of its property."’

The week's shipments from the Argentine i 
2,688,000 bu, compared with 2,328,000 bu las 
week and 2,800,000 bu a yeat ago. These ~ 
ports were mnuch larger than were ex ected, an 
consequently had more of a bearish influence upon 
the market. 

The opening was lower, as was natural, consid- 
ering the inclination of the day's news, but in 
spite of a leaning towards the bear side, no vio- 
lent changes occurred in the early market. Later 
the progress of the futures duwnhill was of @ 
more pronounced character. 

Business at a!l times waa light, owing to the 
pit being too much interested in other affairs out- 
side the line of trade. Small saies were made as 
a starter, but son interest fell off and bids 
ceased. - ' bie 

May was bid %9%c> while July opened at 67%c. 
There was not much else done for some time. 

At Chicago there was some. covering by shorts, 
but in the local market there was little done even 
in this way. The scalping element found hard 
work to-day. though as a usual thing this class 
of traders ure the most alert. The narrowness 
of the range and the searcity of demand were 
drawbacks which they did not try very hard to 
overcome. ‘f this element had entered the market 
to any grea’ extent a better market would have

As in wheat. so in corn, the unexpected is alwavs 
happening. After the jump up which Argentine 
shipments made last. week it was expected that 
those for this week. would be fairly good, They 
are below last week's, but more than dowble those 
of a year ago. Shipments for the week were 88,009 
bu, compared with 112,000 bu last week and 36,000 
bu a year ago. This alone might have influenced 
traders to the bull side, but there were féatures 
aside from the shipments which must be taken 
into cousideration. 

Cables were lower, and this. with sympathy for 
the lower range in wheat, drove corn lower at the 
opening. There was no substantial rally later, and 
for a time the market was dull. 

May was offered at 39%4c and July at 39c; later 
this month went to 38%c. 

Receipts “of corn at St. Lonts to-day were 44,- 
725 bu, compared with 85,205 bu same date last 
year. Of these 290 sacks and 51 cars were local, 
compared with 322 sacks and 24 cars same date 
last vear. 

Receipts of corn at primary points to-day were 
826,725 bu, as aaeel with 352,000 bu same date 
last year.

Modern Miller Outlook: The outlook regarding 
winter wheat has not changed materially during 
the week. The prospects are fully as good, if not 
better than a month ago, as the plant is improving 
in many sections, and a further deterioration in the 
condition is noted at but a few points in the 
winter wheat belt. In the states in which the 
plant was damaged by Hessian fiy and other in- 
sects many fields are being plowed up for other 
crops. Wheat is heading as far north as Tennessee, 
Arkansas and Oklahoma. Rain is needed in sone 
sections and is causing some apprehension, but as 
yet there has been but little cause for complaint.

FILIPINOS EVIDENTLY HAVE 
OLEVER MILITARY MINDS LEFT. 


HAVE ADOPTED BEST POLICY. 


General Belief Among War Depart- 
ment Officials, Owing to Late De- 
velopments, Is That Aguin- 
aldo Ts Alive. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—Whether Agui- 
naldo be dead or alive, it is evident to of- 
ficials of the War Department that the Fil- 
ipinos are pursuing a policy of warfare beét 
adapted to prolonging the. rebellion, As- 
sistant Secretary of War Meiklejohn voiced 
the sentiment of the department when he 
expressed the opinion that Aguinaldo was 
alive. There is a disposition now on the 
part of officials to discredit Aguinaldo’s 
abilities, and Mr. Meiklejohn said that the 
capture of Mabini, who was the civic brains 
of the insurrection, and of Filipino leaders 
who were its military minds were greater 


losses to their cause than ig generally ap- 
preciated. 

It has been the impression of the officials 
that the capture or death of <Aguinaldo 
would mean the death knell of the Filipino 
cause, but it is now apparent to them that 
whether Aguinaldo be dead or alive, ‘the 
guerriila fighting will continue for some 
time. 

While in some quarters the belief is ex- 
preesed that the Filipinos will attempt to 
reorganize during the rainy season, Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Barry, who was adjutant-gen- 
eral on Gen, Otis’ ‘staff, points out that the 
troops are now wel! distributed in Luzon 
and within striking distance of any point 
where the Filipinos may congregate. Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Barry says that wherever 
the Filipinos can go the American troops 
have demonstrated that they can follow. 

To prevent the success of the guerrilla 
tactics of the Filipinos, it is likely that the 
military commanders will direct that only 
detachments be sent on expeditions which 
are gufficiently strong to cope with any 
bande of Filipinos that may be met. 

The last mail from Manila contains a re- 
port from Gen. Otis giving the stations of, 
troeps in the Philippine Imands. The 63,000 | 
men under Gen. Otis are distributed among 
the 250 stations, about 210 of which are in 
the Island of Luzon.
